Milwaukee, Jan. 16.—A wrong Im­ 
pression th at the Wilson tariff bill 
caused the hard times in the nineties 
of all the telegraph lines of the coun- 
and that the Democratic party, having 
been so long In political exile that the 
country was made to believe that it 
was not com petent to manage the gov­ 
ernment were reasons given by Gov­ 
ernor Judson Harmon of Ohio for the 
four successive deteats of the Demo­ 
cratic party, in an address under the 
auspices of the Jefferson d u b of Mil­ 
waukee. 
He declared that these handicaps 
had been thrown aside and that the 
united Democracy of the nation looks 
forward with hope and confidence in 
the coming contest. 
In his address he spoke in part as 
follows: 
"The Democratic party approaches 
the election this year under peculiar 
conditions. 
Never before in its his­ 
tory, barring the Civil war period, has 
it met four successive defeats. 
It has 
labored under two handicaps: 
“First—T hat the Wilson tariff bill 
caused the hard times in the nineties, 
the inference being that Democratic 
success would bring hard times again. 
"As the hard times began In 1892, 
then the close of the Harrison admin­ 
istration, and reached their worst in 
1893, they could not possibly have 
been due to the Wilson bill, which was 
not passed until 1894. 
Yet this false 
belief was created and kept alive by 
the persistent assertion which, it is 
said, makes a lie as good as the truth 
for some purposes at least.

Crisis M ay Come Soon. 


Postmaster General Hitchcock’s gov­ 
ernm ent ownership 
recommendation 
will come before the president now in 
Mr. Hitchcock’s annual report, which 
will reach the White House in a few’ 
days. 
If Mr. 
Hitchcock 
is turned 
down by the president after the pub­ 
licity episode the crisis that has been 
imminent in the Taft cabinet for some 
tim e may be reached. 
After 
Postm aster 
General 
Hitch­ 
cock’s co h eren ce with President Taft 
the White House issued a statem ent 
which obviously was intended to help 
Mr. Hitchcock out of an embarrassing 
•ituation. 
At the same time President Taft 
scrupulously refrained from commit­ 
ting himself in any way in the state­ 
ment in regard to the Hitchcock prop­ 
osition. 
The statem ent refers to the 
conference which Mr. Hitchcock had 
with President Taft on the subject of 
government ownership a year ago, but 
omits to disclose definitely whether 
the president at 
that 
time actually 
favored government ownership of the 
wire service of the country. 
Here is 
the statem ent: 
“A recommendation by the postmas­ 
ter general that it would be well for 
the government to buy the telegraph 
lines and 
incorporate them 
in the 
postoffice system appeared in an ear­ 
lier annual report, submitted by him 
to the president. 
After some discus­ 
sion it was decided, at the suggestion 
of the president, to postpone reference 
to the m atter to another year and not 
to bring it forward then because of the 
recommendation of many other impor­ 
tant changes, 
including the 
postal 
savings bank and 
the parcels post. 
These, if adopted, would take up all 
the energy of the postoffice depart­ 
ment in making the necessary changes. 


Suddenly Called Away. 
“The postm aster general intended to 
bring this m atter to the attention of 
the president before the publication 
in advance of this part of his report. 
After having made preparations for 
publication he was suddenly called out 
of town without having done so. 
“His conclusion as to the wisdom 
of taking over the telegraph lines had 
been reached only after full investiga­ 
tion and consideration. 
As the report 
containing the recommendation has 
not yet been submitted to the presi­ 
dent it has not yet been considered by 
him or by the cabinet with a view to 
presenting it to congress as an ad­ 
ministration measure.” 
Developments at the White House 
have not altered the fact that the re­ 
lations between Mr. Taft and the post­ 
master general are strained. The bald 
truth is that President Taft and some 
of his advisers want to avoid any open 
break 
with 
Mr. 
Hitchcock. 
They 
realize that Hitchcock 
still 
has a 
strong control over Southern Repub­ 
licans and that the enforced retire­ 
ment of Hitchcock from the Taft cabi­ 
net might endanger the president’s 
hold upon the delegates from 
the 
South. 
Furthermore, it would precipi­ 
tate a row in the Republican national 
committee 
that 
might 
work 
grave 
harm to Mr. Taft's chances.

Would Become Colossal Political Ma­ 
chine, Says Postal Head. 
New York, 
Jan. 16.—Clarence Ii 
Mackay, president of the Postal Teh* 
graph company, declared that, if the 
government took over the telegraph 
lines of the country, as is desired by 
Postmaster General Hitchcock, he be­ 
lieved the investment would be un­ 
profitable. 
He said the cost would be 
enormous and he did not believe the 
plan would be tarried out as long as 
there was competition 
In the tele­ 
graph business. 
"The step would lead to taking over 
the telephone lines also,” said Mr. 
Mackay. 
"Moreover, the government 
would then be employing hundreds of 
thousands of clerks, telephone girls, 
telegraph operators, managers, etc. 
It 
would tie a colossal political machine.”

Boston, Jan. 16.—Boston’s most fa­ 
mous hostelry, the Revere House, in 
Bowdoin square, is burning. 
The fire 
quickly spread up through the entire 
six stories. 
Many guests were carried 
down ladders by firemen and others 
rushed from the building through the 
smoke scantily clad. 
From the Revere House the fire 
spread to the hall of the National 
Lancers on Bullfinch street and then 
to the house of engine company 4 on 
Bullfinch street. 
Hotel Rexford, an­ 
other of the older hostelries, is in dan­ 
ger and the guests have been ordered 
out. 
One fireman is dead. 
Police officers who went Into the 
hotel to rescue the guests were driven 
back by the dense smoke. 
They de­ 
clare that dozens of people were still 
in the building and that many must 
be dead.

M any Tow ns Looted and Deserted in 


Shensi Province. 
Peking, Jan. 16.—The Kan Su im­ 
perial army, after much fighting, has 
succeeded In pushing its way to with­ 
in sixty miles of Sianfu.

province of Shensi is in a turmoil. 
Many towns have been looted and de­ 
serted.

The provinces of Shensi and Shansi, 
from which the reported massacre of 
10,000 Manchus by rebels is now con­ 
firmed, have been hotbeds of the revo­ 
lution for some months. 
Dec. 8 news 
was received by messenger from Sian­ 
fu, the capital of Shansi, that 8,000 
Manchus had been slain in the prov­ 
ince up to that date. 
A column of Im­ 
perialist troops has been operating in 
the district to suppress the rebellion, 
but the slaying of Manchus has con­ 
tinued steadily.

G overnm ent Seeks to Show Cause in 
Packers’ T rial. 
Chicago, Jan. 
16.—Explanation of 
the rise in the price of fresh meat fol­ 
lowing the period of financial depres­ 
sion in 1907 was given in the trial of 
the ten Chicago packers. 
By the books of Morris A Co. and 
the testimony of Harry A. Timmins, 
chief accountant for that company, it 
was shown by the government that 
the practice of crediting the beef ac­ 
count 
with the value of the hides, 
amounting to about $3.60 an animal, 
was discontinued between November. 
19( 7, and April, 1909. 
The result of this, the government 
declares, was to increase the test cost 
of beef and make it possible for the 
packers to raise the price of fresh 
peat without showing excessive profits 
ion their books

16.—Eight 
companies of state militia, including 
one field battery, commanded by Col­ 
onel E. Ix>rey Sweetser, placed the 
mill district of this city under martial 
law after a day of rioting due to the 
strike of 16,000 operatives in the big 
cotton and woolen mills. 
At least 15,- 
000 other operatives were thrown out 
of work by the stopping of machinery 
and the attacks on the mills by the 
strikers. 
In one instance a company of mi­ 
litia with fixed bayonets charged a 
mob, one boy being probably fatally 
hurt. 
Thirty-five arrests of 
armed 
rioters were made and a few strikers 
and mill employes, who were defend­ 
ing 
the mill gates, suffered 
bullet 
wounds. 
Although the strike was originally 
instituted in protest of a reduction in 
pay because of the operation of the 
new fifty-four-hour law, making the 
working we* k two hours shorter, the 
strikers now declare that they will 
not return without a 15 per cent in­ 
crease and other concessions, includ­ 
ing double pay for overtime and the 
abolition of the premium or bonus 
system. 
This decision of the strikers was 
made known at a conference between 
strike leaders and members of the city 
government. 
As a result of the conference the 
strikers were granted the use of the 
city hall for a mass meeting. 
It also 
was agreed that the strikers be al­ 
lowed to place pickets about the ap­ 
proaches to the mills with the under­ 
standing that any signs of violence on 
their part will be cause for arrest. 


Repulsed by Streams of Water. 


There were outbreaks in rapid suc­ 
cession. 
The opening of the mills 
was the signal for the first outbreak, 
when strikers stormed the gates of 
the Wood. Washington, Prospect and 
other mills. 
They were repulsed by 
!>olice and mill employes with streams 
of water, but their tactics resulted in 
the closing down of nearly two-thirds 
of the plants. 
Later there were clashes between 
strikers and the soldiers and mill of­ 
ficials nliout the Ixjwer Pacific, At­ 
lantic and Arlington and other mills, 
in which shots were exchanged and 
several persons slightly injured. 
The 
police fired into the air to frighten the 
rioters, but the fire hose proved more 
effective. 
Three local 
militia organizations, 
two infantry companies and Battery 
C. light artillery, were called out w hen 
it was seen the police could not cope 
with the situation. 
Unawed by the show of force, how 
ever, the strikers 
pressed 
forward. 
Captain Itanlett ordered Lls men to fix 
bayonets and charge. 
In the charge 
several persons were injured, a Picil- 
ian boy, I>cminic Raprasa, being so 
badly hurt that he probably will die. 
The militiamen have been ordered 
to shoot if necessary and at one time 
Battery C unlimbered its guns to clear 
a street. 
Police from other cities ar­ 
rived to ald the forces already here 
Judge Mahoney of the local court 
beld a session. 
Twenty seven rioters 
were placed on trial and found guilty. 
Three were sentenced to two years 
in the house of correction and the 
other twenty four were given on*' year 
each. 
Fourteen hundred strikers attended 
the mass meeting in tin iTty hall and 
twice that number assembled outside 
unable 
to 
gain 
admittance. 
The 
speakers urged the st ikers to stand 
together, to avoid rioting and to do 
all in their power to keep others trom 
reporting for duty 
The 
ame speak­ 
ers spoke outside at an overflow meet­ 
ing and their suggestions of peaceful 
methods w ire met with hisses. 
Before adjourning the strikers voted 
to stand by the demands for an in­ 
crease of 15 per cent and other con­ 
cessions.

Persona— Carnegie His Pet Aversion. 


His Sensational Attacks on Harvard 


and Other Colleges. 


Richard T. Crane, head of the Crane 
company of Chicago, who died recent­ 
ly, was a foe of universities and higher 
educational institutions. 
•'Rum the colleges and use the m on­ 
ey they spend for better purposes,” de­ 
clared this self made ironmaster. 
Col­ 
lege men of all classes, he believed, 
tended both to inefficiency and immor­ 
ality. and in his last years he spent 
much time In attempting to prove his 
assertions. 
The autocratic m anufacturer's pet 
aversion was Andrew Carnegie, broth­ 
er ironmaster, but giver of libraries 
and supporter of universities. 
And 
Indeed in most respects the two men 
were the direct antitheses of each oth­ 
er. 
Crane was a man of powerful 
frame, thickset, sinewy and agile al­ 
most to the day of his death nt eighty 
years 
The square head and thick 
neck showed a bullheadedness of pur­ 
pose which th** keenness of eye stam p­ 
ed as competent of carrying otit. 
it took this man more than fifty 
years to complete the building of his 
big business with its 6,(WD employees. 
When it was done it was called tile 
Crane company, but the “company" 
was t>> the last Richard Teller Crane. 
Other Cranes there were in the busi­ 
n e s s , hut “old |{ T.." as he was known 
to his employee associates of half a 
century, was all that counted. 
Ile was th** president of a complex 
corporation, yet knew how cneli m a­ 
chine should run and was likely to 
stop at any workman's bench and give 
him a sharp rebuke for some shortcom­ 
ing. 
Vet in* was as quick to seize the 
grimy hand of an old employee in 
friendly greeting and talk with him 
like a fellow workman. 
Most of his 
men In* knew by their first names. 
Ile 
was a democrat ami autocrat in one. 
“Academic learning beyond the es­ 
sentials of the grnmmnr grades In pub­ 
lic schools is waste of time and waste 
of money for the boy who is to enter 
commercia! Ilf**," was the dictum of 
Crane 
In a volume he published early in 
Hilo Mr. Crane told of the results of 
en investigation into the methods, uses 
and ex [lenses of “higher education" of 
all kinds. 
Ile charges that the mil­ 
lions spent annually on universities, 
colleges and technical and agricultural 
schools and law and medical schools in 
general are swallowed up in one of tile 
most gigantic “swindles" of the ug«*. 
Among other things he says: 
"Tile 
college men tnlk as though they knew 
nil about every other man's business 
ntid flint they could manage affairs 
I>etter than the business men them­ 
selves. 
“College professors and teachers are 
prepared to give advice on all subjects. 
As $2,000 a year teachers they tell us 
bow to turn out $."*,000 and $10,000 a 
year business men. 
Isn't 
It a bit 
strange that It never has occurred to 
these sm art college fellows to go into 
business for themselves? 
W hy draw 
ii small snlary for telling young men 
how t<* draw big salaries lf you are 
capable of drawing the big snlary 
yourself?" 
L ast September he came out with his 
most sensational attack, when he as­ 
sailed the morals of the higher insti­ 
t u t i o n s of learning. 
A t Harvard, he 
declared, 95 per cent of the students 
drank more or less and 15 i*er cent 
went completely to the bad. 
He found 
conditions bad at Yale and Princeton 
and worse at Columbia. 
Cornell was 
also a particular target. 
H e found 
all sorts of immorality ram pant in ail 
centers of learning 
Tile storm of pro­ 
test this aroused among college men 
bas hardly yet died away. 


Census Bureau Figures Show Increase 
In Number of Italians and Russians. 


Figures given out by E. Dana Du­ 
rand, director of the census bureau, 
show a marked increase in the num ­ 
ber of natives of Austria Hungary. It­ 
aly, Russia and Finland who have 
come to New York in the decade cov­ 
ered by the last census and a corre­ 
spondingly 
heavy 
decrease 
in 
the 
mincier of Immigrants from Ireland 
nnd Germany. 
Onlv 279,200 Germans came to New 
York In the last decade, a decrease of 
44.IDS since the census of 1900. 
The 
Immigration from Ireland showed a 
decrease of 22,573, a falling off of 
more than 8 per cent from tho nom 
ber who arrived In New York In th** 
previous ten years. 
Austria Hungary 
has lieen sending her men ami women 
to New York in constantly increasing 
numbers. 
In fact, from that country 
and from Russia. Italy and Finland 
has come In recent years by far th** 
largest proportion of all the immi 
grants to the United States. 
In PHO 
New York’s population Included 4S5. 
600 natives of Russia and Finland, tin 
Increase In ten years of 
163.7 per 
cent. 
The census tallies show Hint 
natives of Russia. Italy nnd Austria 
Hungary constitute more than one- 
half the entire foreign I lorn white p o p ­ 
ulation of the city. 
Since PDO natives of Great Britain. 
of which thor** are In New York at 
present 105,800, exclusive of Ireland. 
have Increased 17.3 per cent. 
There 
also bas been a steady Increase In tho 
number of residents from Canada and 
Newfoundland.

Seat of Louis XIV, Used by Napoleon 
Bought For a Song. 
A chair with a history, a much bitt 
tered, tarnished chair with the Hair 
protruding from the sent. was sold at 
Ford-sburg, South Africa, recently for 
$7.50. 
Mrs. Harvey of Redruth, who 
purchased the relic, refused $5,(RD for 
it when its history became known. 
hnd it is said experts appraise its val­ 
ue at $15,000. 
According to the story told of this 
chair, It belonged to Louis XIV. and 
with other furniture was bought by 
the British government and shipped to 
St. Helena for th** house to be occupied 
by Napoleon w hilt* he was a prisoner 
there. 
The vessel carrying this furni­ 
ture altered Its course for a reason un 
explained and was wrecked off the 
I'upe of Good Hope. 
The historic chair was rescued from 
the waves ami until its sale to Mrs. 
Harvey had been kept in a warehouse 


HK year 1912 marks the lapse of 
a century since the outbreak of 
our last war with England. By 
all odds the most spectacular in­ 
cident of that conflict was the capture 
of Washington by the British, which 
wits followed by the burning of the 
capitol ami tile White House, the pres 
ldent and his cabinet being driven to 
ignominious flight. 
One hundred years ago, in ISI2. the 
United States declared war against 
G reat Britain by a bill which, after 
passing tho senate aud house,

Mistress Dolly Madison, who played 
her part like a man. holding the fort at

lint to go back a little. 
The British 
forces on land and sen had orders to 
“destroy ami lay waste such towns 
and districts on the coast as might he 
assailable." 
The enemy’s 
fleet ami 
transports arrived off the mouth of 
the Patuxent (fifty miles south of An­ 
napolis) on the 18th day of August. 
1814. 
The troops, under General Rob­ 
ert Ross, w ere disembarked on tile fol­ 
lowing day and 
formed into three 
brigades, numbering 4,500 men. 
On 
Aug. 20 th** lionts of the fleet, led by 
Rear Admiral Cock burn, start**d up 
th** Patuxent to capture a bunch of 
gunboats blockaded there, under the 
command of Commodore Barney. The 
soldiers marched abreast of the boats, 
and Barney, having blown up his ves­ 
sels to prevent them from falling into 
tile hands of the foe. retreated. 
A Remarkable Proceeding. 


Now conies the remarkable part of 
th** military proceedings. For five tl.'.ys 
the 
British 
troops 
marched 
across 
Maryland in a leisurely way. without 
encountering the slightest opposition. 
Tile country, much of it densely for­ 
ested and with few roads, was HI til - 
cult. 
Under such circumstances a few 
hundred determined men could have 
so harassed the advancing column as 
to make its progress practically im­ 
possible. 
Even the most untutored 
savages 
would 
have 
had 
sufficient 
military knowledge to adopt such ai 
expedient. 
But General Winder, with 
a force of 2.500 men, Including 1,000 
regulars and 500 fighting sailors under 
Barney, did nothing. 
As a result, tin* enemy was not 
obliged to tire a shot until it had ar 
rived actually within sight of the capi­ 
tal. 
Then 
tit 
Bladensburg 
Winder 
put up some sort of a fight. 
But it 
I was wholly Ineffective, and the Ameri­ 
cans soon fled all of them, that Is to 
say. except the ROO sailorinen under 
Barney, who stilt k by their guns, and, 
against overwhelming odds, were pret­ 
ty nearly wiped out before they stir

rendered, Barney himself being badly 
wounded and made prisoner. 
There is no question of the fact that 
if Barney, instead of Winder, had 
been in command of the American 
forces the foe would never have got 
anywhere near Washington. He knew 
his business. 
Bul as it was. the Brit­ 
ish entered the city after nightfall on 
the 23d nnd camped a quarter of a 
mile east of the capitol. 
Panic In W ashington. 
Meanwhile in Washington alarm had 
turned 
into 
panic. 
The 
American 
troops, after the fight at Bladensburg, 
were in disorderly retreat. 
Crowds of 
flying fugitives were passing over the 
Long bridge ncross the Potomac, nnd 
when the British entered the popula­ 
tion had dwindled to a few stragglers 
and the slaves of absent residents. AII 
private houses were shut up and there 
were few signs of life. 
During 
the 
previous 
twenty-four 
hours clerks .at the president’s house 
had been busy packing and aiding in 
the removal of valuables. Coarse linen 
bags, hastily made for the purpose, were 
hung around the walls to receive port­ 
able stuff and particularly documents. 
Among the latter were the Declaration 
of Independence, the constitution of 
the United States and W ashington’* 
commission as commander in chief of 
the American forces. 
The records of 
the Continental congress are said to 
huve been carried awny by Mrs. Madi­ 
son In a small red trunk, which is pre­ 
served to this day as a historical relic 
in the department of state. 
History relates that General Ross 
was In favor of attacking Baltimore 
rather than Washington, because of 
the larger loot there to be obtained, 
but Cockburn tln u g h t it would be 
more spectacular to raid the Capital 
City, nnd Ills pinn prevailed, one notion 
of his being that It would be a fine 
scheme to take the president and his 
wife and exhibit them as captives in 
England. 
Cockburn had a strong sense of the 
picturesque, and it is related that on 
the evening of his arrival in W ashing­ 
ton he entered tile capitol and, seat­ 
ing himself In the chair of the speaker 
of the house of representatives, put the 
question, "Shall this harbor of Yankee 
democracy be burned?” The mock reso­ 
lution was carried unanimously, ami 
thereupon the furniture and whatever 
other combustibles chanced to be at 
hand were gathered in heaps, the torch 
being applied. 
The temporary wooden 
structure at that time connecting the 
senate nnd house wings burned read­ 
ily, and everything inflammable went 
up in smoke, including the library of 
congress, then housed on the second 
floor at the north end. 
Delighted with this exploit, the ad­ 
miral and General Ross led their men 
up the avenue to the president’s house. 
After ordering and eating supper at 
the home of an old lady named Suter, 
living close by, they proceeded at about 


l l p. rn. to break into the mansion, the 
doors of which were found locket 
John Siousa, a porter, seems to have 
been the last person to leave the place. 
When he had carried Dolly’s pet par­ 
rot to the house of Colonel Taylor, two 
blocks awny, he returned, locked up 
and took the keys to Philadelphia. 
The Capitol Ransacked. 
Having broken open the doors they 
ransacked the place from top to bot­ 
tom, and then obtaining fire from a 
beer shop opposite the treasury col­ 
lected the furniture together In heaps 
and set it alight. 
Meanwhile 
the American 
commo­ 
dore. Tingey, had set fire to the navy 
yard an*! the vessels in the neighbor­ 
hood. nnd before midnight three con­ 
flagrations made the whole country al­ 
most as light as day, while from the 
distant hills of Virginia, beyond the 
Potomac, the fleeing president nnd 
members of his cabinet caught glimpses 
of the ruin their incompetence caused. 
All this while the British were al­ 
most In panic themselves. 
They were 
afraid of being surprised by a superior 
force, and were in a hurry to get 
awny. 
This state of mind was much 
intensified by a frightful 
hurricane 
which struck the city at I p. rn. on tho 
day after tile capitol and White House 
were burned. 
It rained as if the bot­ 
tom of the sky had fallen out, and the 
wind 
blew 
down 
many 
buildings 
which the British had spared. 
The 
invading soldiery were nearly drown­ 
ed, and thirty of them lost their lives, 
walls falling upon them. 
A British of­ 
ficer wrote, “Our column was as com­ 
pletely dispersed as if it had experi­ 
enced total defeat." 
The storm saved the w ar department 
aud the postoffice, which the enemy 
bad meant to burn. They left tile city 
twenty-nine hours after they iiad en­ 
tered it. 
When Mrs. Madison returned 
she found the Long bridge burned and 
was ferric*! across the river in lier 
carriage on a raft. lie r home being in 
ruins, she was received by her sister. 
Mrs. Cutts. 
Later the president m i f ­ 
fed Colonel Taylor’s mansion, known 
as the Octagon 
House (which stilt 
stands), on tile corner of New York 
avenue nnd Eighteenth street, where 
he and Dolly passed the following win­ 
ter. There the treaty of peace with 
Great Britain was signed.
